Not  money  (well  almost)  so  much  as  time  and  expertise:  if 
you  know  about  federal  funds  flows  to  cities;  if  you  conduct  dispute  res- 
olutions; if  you're  involved  in  working  with  gangs;  if  you  are  a  develop- 
er, or  urban  planner  with  a  strong  sense  of  ethics;  the  list  to  provide  alter- 
natives to  business  as  usual  abound  in  looking  at  the  rebuilding  of  L.A.

Reproductive  Rights  and  the  Status  of 
Women  On  the  eve  of  the  Republican 
Convention,  we'll  center  our  attention 
on  the  status  of  American  women 
with  this  Town  Hall  Meeting  broad- 
cast from  Houston,  Texas.  With  the 
Supreme  Court's  latest  decision  on 
abortion  rights,  the  national  debate 
has  escalated  another  notch.

Pennsylvania  vs.  Roiert  P.  Casey 


On  the  anniversary  of  Women's 
Suffrage,  we  present  this  dramatiza- 
tion of  the  trial  that  led  to  the 
Supreme  Court's  most  recent  ruling 
on  a  woman's  right  to  choose.  In  1989, 
the  state  of  Pennsylvania  passed  what 
was  at  the  time  the  most  restrictive 
abortion  control  act  in  the  country. 
Just  as  quickly  as  Governor  Robert 
Casey  signed  the  bill  into  law,  a  coali- 
tion of  groups  spearheaded  by 
Planned  Parenthood  of  Southeastern 
Pennsylvania  filed  for  an  injunction  to 
prevent  the  law  from  taking  effect.  A 
temporary  injunction  was  granted 
pending  the  outcome  of  a  trial.  The 
plaintiffs  argued  at  this  trial  that  the 
law  was  unconstitutional  with  respect 
to  Roe  vs.  Wade.
